TUGGLE BADLY HURT, 
SENT TO THE HOSPITAL 


According to Police They Were 
Compelled to Use Force to 
Make the Arrest—Machine, 
Going At Great Speed, 
Strikes Rail Forsyth Street

A joy-riding party came to grief 
last night at .the Forsyth street via- 


‘duct, when their machine became un- 


controllable and struck a post of the 
iron rail guarding the underpass. 

None of the occupants was injured 
and the machine was driven off later 
under its own power. In the disorder 
subsequent to the arrest of the man 
and one of the women occupants of the 
car, however, the man bled profusely 
from a blow on his forehead and the 
woman had her lip swelled, both 
wounds, it is said, inflicted By a po- 
liceman. . 

J. T. Tuggle, president of the Tugegle- 
Gordon Company, living at 22 Ham- 
mond street, was the owner and driver 
of the car, and on the front seat with 
him was Mrs. Flora Pittman, 35 years 
old, of 241 Whitehall street. The wom- 
an in the rear seat vaulted from the 
k the post and 
escaped down Alabama street. Mrs. 
Pittman said that the missing member 
of the party was Miss Irene Langston, 
of 203 Ivy street. 

The car was first seen on Forsyth 
street at the corner of Hunter by Offi- 
cer Randall and a local minister whose 
name was not learned. They both said 


“that it was running at nearly 50 miles 


an hour, and Officer Randall declared 
that the car was going so fast that he 
could not get the number. 

. Near the Alabama street crossing the 
ear slowed down and just at the corner 
was seen to trace an erratic course 
across the street and back, at last 
striking the tron post. The officer ran 
up to tnquire the trouble and saw one 
woman run down Alabama street be- 
fore he arrived. 

The Officer's story, 

Officer Randall tells the following 
story of what then happened: “I ran 
up to the front seat and asked Mrs. 
Pittman, whom I knew, what was the 
matter. Shé was rough in answering, 
daring me To make a case, declaring 
that they had done nothing and that 
she would not be taken to the station 
house. The-minister nearby summcned 
the patrol and I had to hold the men 
and woman in the car until it arrived. 

“As soon as the patrol came the 
trouble began in earnest. We had to 
make the woman get in it, and during 
that time she called us every sort of 
vile name. I had to hold the man in 
the patrol while they put the woman 
in. After we started the man com- 
menced to fight and kicked Wagon 
Officer Braselton in various portions 
of his body and skinned his face and 
arm.” 

At the station house the utmost 
racket and disturbance was caused by 
the woman, who fought and kicked 
and screamed, declaring that she would 
kill the man who had humiliated and 
hurt her. Mr. Tuggle remained quiet 
and seemed stupefied. He admitted 
that he had been drinking, but -Mrs. 
Pittman denied that she had touched 
anything. Mr. Tuggle was sent to the 
Grady hospital to have his head ban- 
daged. 

Various witnesses of the _ trouble 
were subpoenaed for the trial this af- 
and opinion varied on the 
merits of the case. Some thought that 
the officers rough-handled the woman 
in a very decided manner and that 
Officer Braselton, who is said to nays 
getruck Tuggie, used his club prem 
turely.. Witnesses on this side of th 
case will be present in court, while 
there are others who will defend the 
action of the officers. 

Patrolmen Butler and Davis, whose 
beat is on Peters street, state that ear- 
lier in the evening they saw an auto- 
mobile on Peters street running at a 
rapid rate of speed, containing a man 
and two women who were in a hilarious

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TY 1S WASTING 


So Think the Members 
of Water Board. 


Na 
Want All Departments to Pay 
for Water Used---Board Has 
Wrangle Over Allowing Tap 
on Peachtree Road---April Re- 
ceipts Show Big Increase. 


The city is wasting the city’s water. 

So thinks the water board, and here- 
after it is proposed to have a report 
each month of how much watef the 
different departments are using. A 
few years ~ ago, when the cry was 
raiseqd that the city was wasting its 
own water, the waterworks department 
had meters placed so the amount of 
water used could be ascertained. 

It is not believed there ts any wil- 
ful: waste, stated members of the wa- 
ter boar at a meeting Wednesday 
afternoon, but there is some careléss- 
ness because the water is free. 

Departments to Pay for Water. 

It was proposed by the water board 
that next year all departments pay for 
the water fised just as other consumers 
do. This might look like taking money 


out f one pocket amd putting it into 
anotBer, say the water commissioners, 


they say, which might save many dol- 
lars. 

It was pointed out that in filling the 
lakes in the city parks more care 
might be taken and that the police de- 
partment, the public schools, the fire 
department and the sanitary depart- 
ment might be a little more careful 
abo, t wasting “water unnecessarily. 

t Wrangle in Long Whlle. 

The water board had the “first 
wrangle in many years Wednesday 
afternoon when a petition was con- 
sidered from the American Securities 
Company, which asked to be allowed 
to tap the 6-inch water main of E. 
Rivers so fifteen houses could be sup- 
pliea north of Peachtree creek and on 
the east side of the Peachtree road. 
There was a similar petition from the 
Peachtree Heights Park Company. 

Commissioner Barrett said that the 
work of making the tap and laying 
the new pipe had to be done by the 
ciry and that would take the men fro 
work that ought to be done in the city 
limits. 

“There are people wanting water 
mains,” stateg Mr. Barrett, “who have 
been paying taxes ang doing without 
water ever since the civil war.” 

Judge W. R. Hammond, representing 
the American 
stated that the city had a contract 
with Mr. Rivers jandg that Mr. Rivers 
would look out r his own interests 
and he had consented for his main to 
bo tapped. 

Mr. Rivers said that he had given 
his consent and that if too many taps 
were made he would call a halt in 
plenty of time to protect himself and 
the city. 

Meimnbers of the boarg got into a 
wrangle about granting the petition, 


others wanting to refer the whole mat- 
ter to the pipe committee. 

Eoth petitions were granted, subject 
t> the approval of the city attorney 
and the general manager, Mr. Barrett 
being the only member to vote against 
the proposition. 

Another Disagreement, 

There was also a disagreement about 
moving a fire hydrant from in front 
of stores of J. W. Roberts at Nos. 6, 8 
and 10 Madison avenue. The board 
granted the petition. 

The report of the general manager 
showed that April of this year had 
been a record-breaker in the making 
of taps, the total number for the month 
being 203. 

The secretary's report for April 
showed that the total receipts for wa- 
ter rents and new taps was $31,870.86, 
which was $2,607 more than for April 
of last year. The total receipts so far 
for this year showed an increase over 
last year of $8,077.72. 

The reports of the department show- 
eq that all mains, with money .from the 
bond issue, were being rapidly laid 
and that last month/2,780 feet of 6- 
inch pipe were laid and that the’ big 
36-inch main was being rapidly ex- 
tended.

Sugat Trust and Shoe In- 
dusty to Be Probed 
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SHOE BUSINESS IN GRIP 
UF SHOE MACHINE TRUST 


Manufacturers Appear . Before 
Congress Committee and Tell 
of the Exactions of the Shoe 
‘Machinery Combine—lIt ~ Is 
Alleged That the Tariff 


Makes Combine Invincible. 


Washington, May 3.—The investi- 
gating trend of congress took a wide 
range today, for inqulriesitntothe af- 
fairs of the Uniteq States Steel Cor- 
poration, the American Sugar Refining 
Company and the-American Woolen 
Company were placed on the program 
of the democratic house. The shoe in- 
dustry interests were under fire and 
a senate committee on expenses open- 
ed the way for a decision as to a re- 
investigation of the charges against 
Senator Lorimer. 

Resolutions directing that special 
committees probe the records to de- 
termine whether any of the first three 
named big corporations mentioned are 
operating in violation of the anti-trust, 
interstate commerce or natfonal bank- 
ing laws have been started on’ the 
legislative ways. 

The steel trust resolution, the cre- 
ation of Representative Stanley, of 
Kentucky, was approved today by the 
house committee on rules and will be 
reported to the house tomorrow. 

Hardwick After Sugar Trust. 

Representative Hardwick, of Geor- 
gia, is author of the resolution pro- 
viding for inquiry into the American 
Sugar Refining Company, ang this will 
be considered by the rules committee 
tomorrow. ” 

In the meantime it may -also con- 
sider a simi resolution, submitted | 
by Representative Francis, of Ohio, di- 
recting that a special committee of’ 
five be named to inquire imto the 
American Woolen Company. Whether 
there is a trust In wool in this coun- 
try is information desire@ by men in- 
terested in the woolen schedule, soon 
to be revised. 

Opposition attacking the proposed 
removal of the duty on shoes, as pro- 
vided in the free list bill, developed 
simultaneously at the wepats and house 
ends of the capitol. 


The Monopoly Defended. 


While large shoe manufacturers 
testified to the senate finance com- 
mittee that they were forced to keep 
prices high because they were in the 
grip of a shoe machinery trust, Repre- 
sentative Weeks, on the floor the 
house, was praising the concern Which 
controls all the shoe machinery. 

He declared that because the United 
Shoe Machinery Company refused to 
sell any machine outright, only leas- 
ing it to the manufacturer, the Iatter 
was enabled to engage in business with 
less capital, ang that the tendency of 
this methog was to increase manufac- 
tures. 

Senator Bailey told the manufac- 
turers that, in his opinion, their con- 
tracts with the trust could be proved 
illegal; that, in spite of the shoe ma- 
chine company’s patent rights he 
thought their. action could be con- 
strued as an effort to restrain trade, 
and he declared that the attorney gen- 
eral might make some trouble for the 
trust after he had ledrned of the state- 
ments at today’s hearings. : 

Tarif and the Trtsts. 

The principal spokesman for the 
shoe manufacturers was William 
D’Oench, of St. Louis. With him were 
manufacturers from St. Louis, Chicago 
and Grand Rapids, Mich. An incidental 
-reference to a failure to reduce the 
duty on brass wire used in the manu- 
facture of.shoes led Mr. D’Oench to say 
that the “trust’’ made it impossible to 
buy brass wire abroad. 

“Why don’t you buy all your ma- 
chinery abroad then?’ asked Senator 
Simmons, of North Carolina. 

In reply the shoe manufacturer re- 
ferred to the 4 per cent duty which 
Stood in the way. 

“Would the removal of that duty 
make shoes cheaper?’ asked Senator 
Simmons. 

“It would, but I cannet say how 
much.” 

The witness said the royalty charged 
by the shoe machinery “trust’’ in less 
than a year would be sufficient to 
buy the English machinery outright. 
Senator Smoot contended that under 
these circumstances the duty should 
not prevent the American manufac- 
turer buying European machines. 

Forced to Buy All. 

Mr. D’Oench declared, however, that 
the shoe manufacturers could not get 
all of their machinery in England and 
to get part of it from the American 
concern they were required to buy all. 

Mr. D’Oench said the United Shoe 
Machinery Company sold some of its 
machinery in England and that it did 
not bind the English manufacturers 
by any such contracts as those in this 
cousitry. 

Milton S. Florsheim, of Chicago, told 
the committee that the American man- 
ufacturers had been obliged to sign a 
seventeen years’ contract and that no 
other shoe machinery manufacturing 
company would enter the field because 
it could not find -purchasers. 

To the senate committee, Mr. Flors- 
heim confessed that sometimes it be- 
came “necessary” for a shoe manufac- 
turer in protecting himself, his trade 
name and his customers, to refuse to

LORIMER IN-PERIL 
OF LOSING TOGA 


Senate Resolved to Order 
Another Investigation. 


Washington, May 3.—Renewal of the 
Lorimer investigation was provided for 
today by the-senate committee on con. 
tingent expenses, which approved a 
resolution covering the expenses of 
such an inquiry. 

Senator La Follette will not press 
for consideration of his resolution to- 
morrow. A number of senators inter- 
ested in the Lorimer case are absent 
from Washington and. La Follette is 
especially anxious for a record vote on 
the re-opening of the case. 

The report was unanimous, but there 
was. a specific understanding that it 
should not be-construed as an indica- 
tion of the committee’s views on the 
merits of the case. 

Provision For Expenses. 

So particular were some members ‘on 
this point that they insisted upon a 
written statement that the action in- 
dicated only that if another investi- 
gation should be undertaken, provis- 
ion would be made for the expense. 

It also was agreed that the recom- 
mendation of the committee today 
should ‘apply to any investigation or- 
dered, whether. under the La Follette: 
resolution providing for a special com- 
mittee or by the regular committee on 
privileges and elections, 

The first fight in. the senate on the | 
resolution will come when an effort 
is made to have it referred to the 
committee on- privileges and elections 
‘for a report on the merits. 

Senator La Follette will antagonize 
such a motion and contend for action 
by the senate without further commit- 
tee reference. Senators who inthe 
last session voted in favor of Mr. Lor- 
imer’g-retention of his seat generally 
hold the view that the senate should 
take no further action in the matter 
until the inquiry now under way in 
Illinois is concluded. 


The [Illinois legislative committee is 
expected to adjourn next weck, .when, 


it is asserted, it will-be up to the body 
of which Senator Lorimer is a member 
t@take cognizance of the testimony re- 
cently developed at’ Springfield. The 
additional evidence developed by. the 
state legislative committee is, in the 
opinion of those senators opposed to 
Mr. Lorinier, ample justification for a 
new senatorial investigation.

PEACE CONGRESS 
OPENED BY TAFT 


Great Gathering-of Foes 
.of War at Baltimore. 


Baltimore, May 3.—Presidéent Taft in 
his speech at the opening of the Third 
National Peace Congress here today 
declared that the United States would 
keep hands off and not seek to extend 
ite domain or to acquire foreign ter- 
ritory. The president made no men- 
tion specifically of Mexico, but to those 
who heard him it was evident that the 
troubled  situatian there and the 
suspicion in the South American re- 
publics as to the. intention of- this 
nation in regard to its southern neigh- 
bor had inspired him. 

* The president had been speaking of 
the recurrence of internal disturb- 
ances in countries not so well able ag 
the United States to maintain order 
and’ peace and had said that it was 
incumbent upon the great nations of 
“this hemisphere to exercise their 
kindly, and peaceful influence as much 
as possible. 

Suspicious of the United States. 

“One of the difficulties that the 
United States finds is the natura) 
suspicion that the countries engaged 
have of,t motives which the United 
States has in tendering its good offi- 
ces,"" continued the president.

Auburn, N. H,, May 3.—Joseph Nesce, 
alias Nash, died in the electric chair 
early today for the murder of his gon- 
in-law, Thomas Delmente. 

Nash went to the chair unfaltering- 
ly. Among the witnesses of the ex- 
ecution was Policeman W. H. Litzen- 
berger, of Waterloo, N. Y., whom Nash 
nearly killed. Muttering in Italian, 
“God have mercy upon me,” Nash spent 
the last moments in caressing his cru- 
cifix. 

After relinquishing the metal cross 
to the attending priest and the chair 
straps were all adjusted, he called out 
to be allowed to kiss the crucifix again. 
The request was granted. and a mo- 
ment later the current was turned on. 

Nash, who was a prosperous resi- 
dent of Waterloo, called at the home 
of his daughter on the night of Feb- 
ruary 7, 1910, and engaged in a quar- 
rel with his son-in-law, Thomas Del- 
monte, over the payment of a meat 
bill. Delmonte had married Nagh’s 
daughter, Rosa, only a week before. 


While Delmonte’s back was turned, 
Nash shot him. Delmonte died a few 
days later. 

After the shooting Nash fled. Po- 
liceman William H. Litzenberger pur- 
sued him and came up with him in a 
cornfield south of Waterloo. Nash shot 
the policeman three times, and wound- 
ed him in the left arm, through the 
nose and again through the cheek and 
neck, and escaped to Seneca Falls, 
where he was arrested.

legislation in their interest, saying 
they wanted steel cars, reasonable 
hours of labor and compensation and 
an employers’ Mability law. 

The postmaster general was not 
present, but the department was rep- 
resented by Second Assistant Post- 
master General Stewart, who will take 
the stand upon the completion of Mr. 
Morrison's cross-examination. Oth- 
ers on hand were Oscar Nelson, of 
Cincinnati, president of the Mail 
Clerks’ Protective Association, and 
M. M. Mulhall, counsel for the Na- 
tional Manufacturers’ Association. 

Several times the pointed question 
was asked Secretary Morrison by 
members of the congressional com- 
mittes as to whether or not affilia- 
tion with the American Federation of 
Labor would result in the mail clerks 
all over the country being ordered out 
on a strike, ang by this means 4 
tie-up of the business of the whole 
country. 

Secretary Morrison did not answer 
the direct question, but said: 

“A strike in the labor world is the 
last resort. The railway mai! clerks, 
if able to make their petitions to con- 
gress, would have this right of ap- 
peal as their last resort.” 

President Gompers in his testimony 
before the same committee on April 
20 said that when the right of appeal 
was denied the necessity or utility of 
organization ceased to exist.

But the Neighbors Showed 
That the Waif Had Been 
Badly Treated. 


Dressed in deep black, with her sable 
face hidden by a still more sable veil 
and with a tremolo in her voice which 
was pitched to the highest point of 
pathos, one Annie Morgan, of 24 High 
Street, tried to unfold to the recorder 
Wednesday morning a most pathetic 
tale of an “ungrateful waif,” when 
She testified against. her adopted son, 
Norman Morgan, a small black midget, 
who looked like he was six years old 
and yet was 16. ‘ 

Annie Morgan's neighbors, including 
a preacher, afd nearly all of his con- 
gregation, had reporte@ to the proba- 
tion officer that the midget, Norman, 
had been beaten terribly, half fed, and 
allowed to go almost nude. In order 
to.be the first at the bat, Annie rushed 
to the police and had the midget ar- 
rested on-the charge of stealing a lot 
of her. household goods and $20 in 
money. Before the recorder she wept 
and wailed and as she told how she 
had adopted the midget when his 


fifteen years ago.

That some of the thirty or forty 
teachers, who have been questioned 
concerning the department of drawing, 
have complained of Miss Getz, as the 
head of the department, was the infer- 
ence drawn from the chairman’s re- 
fusal to commithimself to a denial of 
the statement, but inasmuch as no 
formal complaint has been. filed, the 
committee does not feel that its au- 
thority extends to an investigation of 
Miss Getz personally, said Colonel Da- 
ley. 

However, the drawing department 
is being thoroughly investigated with 
a view to discovering its value in the 
schools and the best and most effective 
way of managing it; and to the con- 
ditional question as to whether or not 
there would be any action against Miss 
Getz provided there were sufficient in- 
dividual complaints to indicate a lack 
of harmony Between Miss Getz and 
the teachers that was detrimental to 
the work. Colonel Daley said that “if 
such were found to be so, the commit- 
tee would feel it its duty to report the 
complaints to tfie board as a whole.” 

Superintendent Slaton declined to 
discuss the matter at all, saying that 
he “had done his duty as an officer’’; 
that further than that he had nothing 
to say. 

Miss Getz also said that she felt that 
it would not be suitable for her to 
make any statement at present. 

The opinion of the friends of Miss 
Getz that there is some malicious 
aaa banend the intimation that she 
is -mét doing satisfactory work as head 
of the department of drawing, and 
some are inclined to think that people 
opposing the system as a whole have 
taken this means of expressing their 
disapproval, 

The committee from the board of ed- 
ucation is, however, investigating the 
department of drawing, and at the con- 
clusion of their thorough examination 
of all phases of the work will make a 
report that will Dring the matter to a 
head or end it.

Arrangements have made by the/., 
finance committee of the board of 
county commissioners whereby Fulton 
county’s money will draw a 2 per.cent 
interest from all the banks wheréin 
the county’s funds are deposited. This 
is the same rate paid for state deposits 
and will add a clear net gain yearly 
that heretofore has not accrued to the 
county. 

At presenf there is about $400,000 on 
deposit in various Atlanta banks! 
$200,000 of this belongs to the fund 
for the new courthouse. 

“The new courthouse is the biggest 
thing we have on hand now,” said 
Chairman H. E. W. Palmer, “and we 
must make the public realize that | 
most of eur money must go toward it 
at present.”

b HIGH SCHOOL GRADUATES 


BEING GATHERED TOGETHER 


Graduates of the Girls’ High school, 
mothers, daughters, and a few grand- 
daughters, are being aroused to their 
duties toward their alma mater in the 
active work being pushed’ by the 
Alumnae Association of the Girls’ High 
school, the alumnae association now 
under the leadership of Mrs. Hartwell 
Spain. 

The Girls’ High school of Atlanta 
stands foremost among the high 
schools of this section and graduates 
from there have entered institutions of 
higher learning, and at all times have 
made distinguished records. Many of 
the best teachers in the present public 
school system claim the high school 
as the medium:-through which they fin- 
ished their normal training elsewhere, 
and are leaders in their profession. 

Many of these have had this higher 
education made possible to them by 
scholarships which each year the alum- 
nae association have given. It is the 
purpose of the association to broaden 
these facilities and to draw into the 
good work a larger’! membership. 

To Help Young Teachers. 

“Instead of giving a college scholar- 
ship to some member of the graduat- 
ing class as heretofore, the association 
will create several fellowships to be 
used by teachers desiring summer 
courses at colleges and universities. 
These teachers must be graduates of 
the Girls’ High school and must have 
held membership in the alumnae as- 
sociation for at least two years. They 
must be teachers in the Atlanta public 
schools. 

“In this way the educational system 
of the city will receive a direct bene- 
fit. Members of the alumnae associa- 
tion whose children are now in the 
city schools will be beneficiaries of 
the new plan, since it provides for 
an increase of efficiency in the teach- 
ing force. 

“It was voted to use 25 per cent of 
the asgociation’s income as a fund for 
aiding students in the high school in 
the purchase of books and other nec- 
essary supplies.” , 

The above is the expression of the 
association through their executive 
board at the last meeting, and be- 
speaks a work in which all high school 
graduates should join. 

The association numbers over three 
hundred, but it ought to be brought 
up to the thousand or more, for it is 
not fair to leave to the few a work 
which will benefit the many. No wo- 
man of the day, especially if she be 
the mother of children who attend the 
public school, should be indifferent to 
the welfare of the educational system 
of her city. 

Now that frequently  dissensions 
arise as to what should be taught in 
the schools and the cry goes up that 
politicians control the situation, the 
women interested should arise to that 
interest in school matters when they 
could act when their co-operation as 
wives and mothers would be in order. 

I know of no educational force which 
should mean more than the women of 
Atlanta who have graduated from the 
Girls’ High school. They more nearly

H MEDIEVAL CASTLE " 
AT BOZEN. x 
a 


Rertrrrrrretrtitrtiittiiry. 


i A short walk from Bozen is the Cas- 
tle of Runklestein, built in the 13th 
century by the lords of Wanda. The 
family becoming extinct the castle 
passed into strange hands and finally 
came into possession of the imperial 
family of Austria. Maximillian. the 
first, that wonderfully vigorous emperor 
whose hands and mind seemed to touch 
the whole of Europe, loved the place 
and had one wing fitted out for his 
own use, but it is now not inhabited. 
The royal house of Austria had it thor- 
oughly restored and presented it. to 
the city of Bozen forever to keep as an 
example of a medieval castie.- In its 
lovely court where once jousts and 
tournaments were held are now little 
refreshment tables where visitors may 
sit and make merry, surrounded by 
walls around which cling ivy centu- 
ries old. 

The walis of the plazzas and of the 
rooms themselves are frescoed and it 
is in these remnants of art from a 
time when it was in its infancy that 
the great interest to students lies. 
Though very crude they show the cus- 
toms and costumes of that day. They 
tell the story of the Knights of the 
Round Table and especially of the 
love of Tristan and Isolde, but it takes 
considerable imagination to see the 
story as pointed out by the custodian. 

‘The castle is situated on a lonely and 
lofty crag rising abruptly from the bed 
of the Talfer river which curls and 
winds about its base in its rushing 
course to the sea. It is built so close 
to the edge of the rock that it looks as 
though it sprang from the rock itself. 
The approach is by a not difficult in- 
cline through wooded paths and sud- 
denly one comes to the bridge which 
spans the deep and narrow clefts in 
the feck and which was formerly a 
drawbridge, and so into the court of 
the castle. It is a very interesting 
place to visit but could hardly have 
been a comfortable dwelling place with 
its small windows (which overiook 
the most beautiful of views)—some- 
what cold and cheerless in winter.

{i ma point of last night’s closing fig- 
ures in consequence, and the new crop 
Sold to a net loss of 1 or 2 points, 
but around 16.30 for May there was a 
renewal of old crop bul! support, which 
absorbed the offerings of that position 
by some of the local spot people and 
imparts a generally steadier tone to 
the market which rallied to a net ad- 
vance of 8 points on the old and $3 on 
hew crop positions during the early 
aftern6on.

Bearish feeling received further im- 
pulse nly ig disappointing cables, due 
to signs heavier shipments from 
Russia well as from the Argentine 
republic. “Besides the fact was noted 
that millers here seemed wholly indif- 
ferent in regard to purchasing cash 
wheat. As a matter of fact, large 
shipments were reported on the way 
from Nebraska and Kansas City to add 
to the burdensome store in Chicago. 
Bulls had little help today from talk 
of dry weather northwest, the trade 
generally accepting the idea that fear 
on such a score was rather premature.

When $120,000 is paid for the privi- 
lege of occupying for six years the 
small building on the southeast corner 
of Peachtree and Decatur Streets, the 
highest price that has ever been paid

Denouncing Arrests as Con- ze 
spiracy Aganst Unions---Not 


a Question of Organized La- 
bor, but of Murder. 


New York, May 4.—Theodore Roose- 
velt will have a signed article entitled 
“Murder Is Murder” in The Outlook 
this week, dealing with the dynamiting 
of The Los Angeles Times and the 
arrests recently made by Detective 
Burns. Mr. Roosevelt says in part: 

“The men responsible for dynamit- 
ing The Los Angeles Times building 
are responsible not only for the wreck 
of the newspaper offices, but for the 
loss of many lives. 

Burns and Criminals. 

“The arrest was madé in conse- 
quence of testimony secured by Mr. 
Burns, who has been Mr. Honey's 
right-hand man in bringing to justice 
grafters who violated the law of the 
United States in Oregon and grafters 
who violated the laws of California in 
San Francisco. He has proceeded with 
impartial severity against the most 
influential politicians and the richest 
business men. It happens that the 
men whom he has now arrested are 
members of a labor organization; just 
as men whom he formerly arrested 


were members of the republican and ° 


democratic parties or of great and 
wealthy corporations. 
“It would have been a wicked thing

bors, Mrs. Ada Pilgrim, 32 years old, 
was last night rescued by Call Officers 
Johnson and Dodd and placed in the 
station house until arrangements can 
be made for her care. 

It is alleged that she has been de- 
serteq by her husband, said to be a 
railroad man, who left her without 
means of support and with but little 
money. Her father is reported to live 
in Douglasville and a brother here in 
Atlanta, but from the accounts of peo- 
ple in the section where she has been 
living, her family makes no effort to 
help or protect her. 

Mrs. Pilgrim has been living in one 
side of. the house at 116 North Boule- 
vard, where her only furniture was a 
cheap bunk and a sewing machine. 
She took this room several weeks ago 
from a Mrs. St. Johp, who later moved 
away. 

The lonely woman continued her ex- 
istence there as the only place where 
she could go. Food was procured at 
intervals, bought ready cooked or 
brought in by neighbors. For ten days 
she was an inmate of the almshouse, 
being sent there, it is said, from the 
hospital, ang was discharged more 
than a week ‘ago. 

She again went to.116 North Boule- 
vard, to her cheerless lonely room, 
braving the terrors of the night for 
the sake of a shelter. She became sick 
and had several fainting spells and the
